Ehrman B. Mitchell, M. F. H., re- 
ports that the Beaufort Hunt’s annu- 
at Hound Pack Trials, entries for 
which close tomorrow, will be held 
next Friday, October 28, beginning 
at 10:30 a. m. According to Mr. 
Mitchell, this is the only event of its 
kind in the country, where the packs 
are run separately, and as well as 
being an attractive innovation in the 
Hunt’s regular activities each year, it 
provides a day of most interesting 
sport. 

Each pack, of five couples, will be 
run over a fox scent drag of two mil- 
es. These drags, to be laid in the 
presence of the judges, will have a 
separate running for each pack and 
will be laid so as not to furnish 
straightaway runs, but to produce as 
nearly as possible the conditions of 
fox hunting with one or two checks. 
Any recognized pack of Hounds is 
eligible to compete and the packs will 
be judged on speed, tongue, accuracy 
in running the line and as a working 
pack generally, that is to follow the 
scent in a compact body without de- 
pending entirely upon the leadership 
of asingle hound. This also includes 
casting. 

Huntsmen and whippers-in are re- 
quested to wear hunt livery and 
mounts will be provided for them 
when casting their hounds, but they 
need not follow hounds as hounds 
are expected to work unaided. 

Judges will be Simpson Dean, M. 
F. H. Vicmead Hunt and Stephen 
Budd, ex-M. F. H. Litchfield County 
Hunt. A trophy and ribbon will be 
awarded to the winning pack and a 
cash prize of $25.00 to the huntsman 
of the winning pack as well and 
$10.00 to the huntsman of the pack 
placing second. Ribbons only will go 
to the second and third packs. Last 
year the Frankstown Hunt of Altoo- 
na, Pa., Messrs. Paul T. Winter and 
C. E. Maloy, jr., joint-Masters, had 
the winning pack. 

The Beaufort Hunter Trials will 
be held the following day, Saturday, 
October 29.

Some of the same 
ground and obstacles were negotiated 
as many as six times as the fox circl- 
ed and doubled. 

The work and music of hounds was 
good considering the difficulties of 
scent, the crossing of lines, foxes run- 
ning short in covert and the fact that 
it was early season. Huntsman Wil- 
liam Thomas made good account of 
himself, working hard—casting—lift- 
ing and throwing in at head when 
occasion demanded. This man who 
took over George Bryce’s job three 
seasons ago bears watching as he’s on 
his way to making a name for him- 
self. 

A halt in the days hunting was 
called at eleven thirty (A. M.) The 
mileage covered was estimated to be 
about twenty miles and in many plac- 
es tested the horsemanship of those 
in the field. Consequently while the 
day was poor from the hunting stand- 
point it was an excellent day in the 
saddle even for those who did not see 
hounds work.

"WARE THE HORSE 














Motorists are not inhuman, but they suffer generally from so much speed 
that they fail to think. One of the best horsemen in Virginia told me once 
that a horse rushing at a jump is a horse moving faster than he thinks and 
that a horse moving faster than his thinking apparatus is dangerous. A 
motorist driving his high powered car is in the same predicament. He is 
moving faster than his thinker. 

When I read a notice in a magazine sponsored by the Automobile Assoc- 
iation that was brought to my attention by our good friend Fred Bowes, jr., 
poking mild fun at the laws in New York and 26 other states requesting 
motorists in passing horses whose owners have raised their hands in signal 
to stop, I fear more than ever the motorist going too fast to think. 

There are thousands and thousands of horse lovers in this country. Al- 
though the editor of the Connecticut Motorist states in his article that the 
horse has practically disappeared from the main traffic arteries, such is not 
the case in Virginia-or any other state where horsemen abide and this means 
nearly every state in the Union. If anything horses are on the increase and 
the fact that main traffic arteries are also on the increase is only proof that 
horses are forced more often than they or their owners enjoy, to travel on 
these main highways. 

Instead of mentioning as a matter of idle curiosity the old laws of the turn 
of the century which required caution when passing a horse, it would be 
more helpful and possibly aid in decreasing the frightful toll of death by the 
automobile if it were suggested that these old laws be pulled from their 
shelves, dusted off and presented new and shining to a public who needs 
them more now than ever before. I wish I had statistics as to the number 
of men and women who ride horseback in the United States. It is safe to 
say the figure is up in the hundreds of thousands. Every time an automo- 
bile passes one of these riders an accident is possible. Why more accidents 
do not happen is a mystery for a car going past at 60 miles an hour is a 
frightening thing to a pedestrian and the effect upon a high strung animal 
that has the potentialities of dynamite in his legs is a problem to be con- 
jured in the imagination. Nor can the question be dismissed lightly with

Contagious abortion in mares is certainly a topic of interest at this season 
of the year following the close of the breeding period. Articles which the 
writer has previously prepared for THE MARYLAND HORSE have dealt 
with work of the Live Stock Sanitary Service in diagnosis, control and eradi- 
cation of diseases of horses and some related subjects. Reference has been 
made on such occasions to Encephalomyelitis, Periodic Ophthalmia or Moon 
Blindness, Botulism or Forage Poisoning, so-called Breeding Diseases, 
Brucella abortus Infection and Parasitism. Attention has also been called 
to pregnancy diagnosis by means of biological reactions. An effort has been 
made to have these articles of seasonal value Repetition of some facts is 
necessary but an effort has been made to furnish new information when it 
is available. 

Contagious Abortion in mares was first shown to be due to a germ, Sal- 
monella abortivo-equina, by the Kentucky Experiment Station. Following 
this discovery it was soon shown that a bacterin prepared from this organ- 
ism, when injected into pregnant mares, was capable of producing sufficient 
immunity to protect the individual from the premature loss of the fetus. 
The widespread use of this procedure soon reduced materially the losses 
from this specific disease, since each abortion which was prevented acted as 
a check upon the spread of the infection. 

Despite this valuable contribution to control and eradication of abortions, 
they continued to occur. Further study at Kentucky has shown that several 
other germs are capable of causing abortions in isolated cases or as definite 
outbreaks. Among these germs may be mentioned Streptococcus genital- 
ium, members of the Colon Group and a virus. The virus, according to re- 
ports is capable of causing the loss of virtually an entire crop of foals in a 
band of mares. 

During the experience of the writer in diagnostic work in the laboratory 
no definite evidence of the presence of Salmonella abortivo-equina in Mary- 
land has been found. It has always seemed remarkable that infection 
has not occurred in mares sent out of the state for service and this is taken 
as an indication of the results of the control measures instituted on breeding 


the thought that the horse is an animal which will soon pass into the dis. 
card on our national highways. 

Let any automobile magazine editor from Connecticut come down the 
main highway from Washington that runs through Middleburg on its way 
South. He will probably have the surprise of his life for instead of an oc- 
casional horse wandering along pulling a wagon, he will see long strings of 
horses, being lead and ridden down the side of the road. These are hunters 
going to a Meet and they are to be seen in all kinds of weather almost any 
day of the week during the winter months on the Lee Jackson Highway out 
of Washington. They are thoroughbred horses whose sudden movements 
can put them in the path of a motorist before either the motorist or the riq- 
er has time to move a muscle to halt a dreadful accident. The only com- 
munication the rider has to avert this accident is to raise a warning hand in 
an appeal to the motorist. 

If the driver has been made familiar with those old ‘‘Horse Stop Laws” 
by editors of Automobile magazines, he may understand that when a man 
on a horse raises his hand in warning, it means stop and stop with a reason. 
In addition to horse stop laws, it would be most helpful if motorists and 
horsemen could unite in an appeal to have cross roads marked by State 
Highway Commissioners with such words as Horse’ Crossing, Drive Slowly, 
or some such hint that will impress on the motorist that the horse can move 
about as quickly as he can, and must always be a factor to be watched with 
the greatest of care whether it be on main arteries or country roads. 





farms. It is true that the number of aborted fetuses submitted for study 
has not been large but it seems out of the realm of probability that extensive 
outbreaks of abortion are occurring on farms in Maryland without being 
brought to our attention. 

In the case of abortions from other germs it is not unusual to find fetuses 
infected with Streptococcus genitalium and Colon Group organisms. Wheth- 
er or not the virus has been associated with outbreaks here can only be sur- 
mised from the extent of the occurrence and failure to find the other specific 
germs present. For instance, in two small bands of mares recently there 
were abortions in a high percentage of those well along in pregnancy and 
bacteriological studies of several fetuses failed to reveal any microbial cause. 
No opportunity presented itself for complete study through the injection of 
pregnant animals. 

The occurrence of an abortion should cause the immediate isolation of the 

affected animal, thorough cleaning and disinfection and exceedingly close 
supervision of exposed animals. Animals which are suspected of being in- 
fected with Salmonella abortivo-equina may be checked by the agglutination 
blood test. This test can be conducted on all animals regardless of whether 
or not an abortion has occurred. Mares that have been vaccinated may 
show a high agglutination due to the treatment and not from actual infec- 
tion. Whether or not to vaccinate will depend upon conditions and the ad- 
vice of the practicing veterinarian should be solicited. The members of the 
staff of the Live Stock Sanitary Service are available for investigations and 
consultations with veterinarians and owners. 
No information for horse breeders would be complete at this season with- 
out reference to Encephalomyelitis. This disease has been known in the 
past as Blind Staggers and is now becoming popularly spoken of as Sleeping 
Sickness. Except for some little confusion of the former name with several 
other general conditions, the writer prefers Blind Staggers as a popular 
name rather than Sleeping Sickness, since all cases are not of the sleepy 
type, but almost all appear to be blind and have a staggering gait. The 
scientific term is very descriptive of the pathologic condition, meaning an in- 
flammation of the brain and spinal cord. 

This disease seems to have been known on the Eastern Shore and in 
Southern Maryland before 1811, since in that year an article was published 
describing a condition in horses apparently identical with our recent cases. 
The season at which the disease appeared and the climatic conditions tend to 
substantiate the evidence that Encephalomyelitis is not new to Maryland. 
The advice given for prevention consisted of keeping animals up at night 
and when the dew was on the grass. This procedure had a tendency to pre- 
vent, to some extent, exposure to mosquitoes and biting insects. These early 
suggestions conform with present proposals for reducing exposure. The next 
general outbreak recorded in Maryland occurred in the same general sec- 
tions about 1900 and the observations of the investigators from several in- 
stitutions have been recorded in bulletins of the Maryland Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station. The reports of these studies give definite clues as to the 
season, climatic conditions, symptoms, lesions and other phases of the sub- 
ject, which make it rather certain that Encephalomyelitis has occurred at 
long intervals in this state. 

During recent years investigation has shown that a virus, which multiplies 
in the brain of the affected horse, is the cause. This fact was established in 
California in 1930 and substantiated in other states. Soon after the out- 
break in the eastern states, it was shown that the viruses in the west and in 
this section were different in several respects. It was found that serum made 
against one type would not protect against the other and that salt water 
mosquitoes could transmit the Eastern, whereas fresh water varieties could 
transmit the Western type. The outbreak in the western states has continu- 
ed to increase in virulence and extent until in 1937 approximately 150,000 
cases were reported with a loss of about 40,000 animals. 

In Maryland the disease appeared in 1933 on the Eastern Shore and in 
Southern Maryland. It was soon shown that this was caused by the Eastern 
type of virus. Each year since there have been some cases and these have 
been always close to salt water. Anti-serum made against both types of 
virus has been used with marked success in the affected areas as a preven- 
tive, but for curative effects the results have often been unsatisfactory. For 
two years a vaccine made from horse brain was used in several sections but 
no definite conclusions could be drawn since no natural cases of the disease 
appeared in the sections under study. 

This year a new vaccine made by growing the virus in chick embryos that 
have been incubated several days has been licensed for sale by the Federal 
Government. The manufaucturers have been able to show by experimental 
laboratory trials that this product is capable of rapidly producing a high de- 
gree of immunity. Sufficient time has not elapsed to definitely show the 
length of the immune period. Most of the inoculation trials have been made 
upon guinea pigs but experiments with horses are also in progress and the 
evidence presented so far indicates they remain immune at least six months. 
Because of the rapidity of formation of immune bodies the manufacturers 
are of the opinion that this vaccine may be used for the protection of horses 
even after the animals have been exposed to infection. Field trials in some 
western states and in Canada are being made under the direction of control 
officials and similar work is in progress here. The Eastern type of virus 
found in Maryland is much more fatal than the Western type and vaccina- 
tion results may not be comparable. This new chick vaccine evidently is 
vastly superior to the horse brain type but it must be kept in mind that it 
has not been proved under field conditions. A blanket approval of its use 
cannot be made but on the evidence available so far, horse owners are prob- 
ably justified in giving it a trial. 

There has been at no time during the years since 1933, when the recent 
outbreak started in Maryland, any indication of spread of the disease away 
from the tidewater area. This is probably due to the salt water mosquitoes

Maryland in the spring. After Sea- 
farin’ Dan fell at the first fence, Coq 
Bruyere, winner of four in a row this 
year (The Radnor Hunt Cup, in May;

The time was ex- 
ceptionally good, 5:51, attesting the 
pace-making strides of Budget Boy 
and Blockade. 

According to Robert Harrison, 
prother of Mr. Harrison on Atherton, 
as the field approached the second 
fence, Blockade had a_ half length 
advantage over Budget Boy, Henry 
B. had dropped back, Atherton was 
running on even terms with Sea- 
farin’ Dan. The ground on the land- 
ing side of this fence slopes away. 
Seafarin’ Dan stood far back and 
leaped at it, seemingly scarcely 
touching it. He overjumped. When 
his front legs reached the ground, 
his quarters were high in the air. He 
turned right over, giving Mr. Bald- 
win a nasty fall. 

Going into the final round, Mr. 
Frost had a strong moving horse un- 
der him and was ahead of Blockade. 
These two had some ten lengths over 
the eventual winner, who was mov- 
ing up at this point. Three fences 
from home they were on even terms. 
Blockade though tiring, held on as 
Coq Bruyere was sent up and Mr. 
Frost hit hard with Budget Boy at 
the next, to not get his mount run- 
ning again until after the final. Many 
trainers and riders have’ expressed 
the belief this was one of the fastest 
races they ever saw run. 

Mr. Strawbridge was practically an 
owner up on Coq Bruyere, while Mr. 
Frederick C. Thomas on Henry B. 
(actually under lease for the season), 
was an owner-up, and went well. 
Never quite in contention, he fell be- 
hind the front-runners at the third 
from home. 

The secondary feature, the Shrews- 
bury, of two miles over brush, was 
won by R. V. N. Gambrill’s Tioga, 
with Mr. Woolfe up, who rode a bang- 
up race to get a four length verdict 
over War Port, recently leased from 
Mrs. Randolph Duffey by Mrs. Jane 
Fowler Bassett. Mrs. Bassett’s re- 
cent hunt-meeting acquisition set a 
fast pace and appeared the winner, 
until a half mile to go. Tioga then 
drew up and away easily. Louis 
Stoddard, Jr., on his own Blackcock 
was the best of the other three start- 
ers, and got the show ahead of Hustle 
and Santi Quaranti. 


Harold E. Talbott’s Big Rebel ac- 
counted for the Holmdel, another 2 
mile brush affair, winning by a length 
from Richard L. Riegel’s The Dook 
II with Mr. Watters up. Mr. Watters 
did a great job in staying with The 
Dook II at the first fence, when the 
Ryan trained hit hard. This mishap 
cost a valuable advantage, yet Mr. 
Riegel would have had to be content 
with a loose horse had not Mr. Wat- 
ters been able to sit so tight, when in 
real trouble.

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which many believe are the chief spreaders of this disease. On the other 
hand there has been a constant migration of the western disease eastward 
each year. Last year some suspicious cases were seen in Indiana and Ohio, 
although the presence of virus was not proved. Since the Western type of 
virus can be transmitted by fresh water mosquitoes there is great danger of 
the disease spreading over the remainder of this state should the infection 
ever be brought in. 

Each owner of horses should become familiar with the symptoms shown 
by affected animals. Some or all of the following symptoms may be noted: 
listlessness, dullness, extreme depression, excitability, impairment of vision, 
stumbling, uncertain gait, incoordination, loss of appetite partial loss of 
ability to swallow, grinding of the teeth, twitching of muscles, pendulous 
lips, distressed breathing, sweating, weakness, and inability to arise. Some 
animals show periods of dullness followed by extreme excitability, during 
which there is apparent blindness and a desire to go forward through any 
obstacle. In other cases the animal is dull from the start and will lean in 
the stall or against a building while in others there is a tendency to walk in 
a circle, generally in one direction. At the first sign of sickness resembling 
that described above the advice of the practicing veterinarian should be 
sought. The treatment of the sick and exposed animals will depend upon 
the diagnosis and the local conditions. Although our experience with serum 
as a curative agent has not always been satisfactory, it is felt that some of 
the failures may have been due to starting treatment too long after the onset 
of the disease. Where serum is to be injected it is absolutely necessary that 
the treatment be commenced at the earliest possible moment and that large 
doses be used. 

Natural forces have been active in the world since the beginning in con- 
trolling animal populations and disease has been one of the most potent in- 
fluences in bringing about a balance. As we concentrate our live stock for 
more economical management we also concentrate the diseases that destroy 
or reduce their value. It is, perhaps, merely the carrying out of nature’s 
plan but may be most disasterous to the fortunes of the owners. The man- 
agement of large herds and flocks of high producing animals must be in- 
creasingly better. Greater knowledge of sources of danger and loss is re- 
quired if a profit is to accrue and vigilance must be maintained to protect 
animals against disease. Many of these diseases must be diagnosed in a 
laboratory where men have training in the use of powerful microscopes, 
delicate chemical tests and other diagnostic procedures. Through the Live 
Stock Sanitary Service these facilities are available to Maryland stockmen.

Spaghetti a l’Asta 

1 clove garlic 

2% cups (No. 2 can) tomatoes 

2 teaspoons celery salt 

1 teaspoon sugar 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1 teaspoon cloves 

1 teaspoon ginger 

1 large onion, chopped 

dash of cayenne 

1 cup beef stock 

1 cup finely chopped chicken livers 

1 cup chopped mushrooms 

3 tablespoons butter 
1% tablespoons flour 

1 package (8 oz.) spaghetti 

1 cup grated Parmesan cheese 

Simmer garlic, tomatoes, celery 
salt, sugar, spices, onion and cayenne 
for % hour; add beef stock. Saute 
livers and mushrooms in butter until 
lightly browned; stir in flour, then 
add tomato mixture slowly and sim- 
mer 15 minutes. Cook spaghetti (do 
not break it) till tender and mix 
thoroughly with sauce. Sprinkle with 
cheese. Serves about six portions. 


Italian Delight 
1% package (8 oz. pkg.) spaghetti 
2 cups chopped corned beef 
1 small minced onion 
1%, cup butter 
% cup canned mushrooms 
1 cup canned red kidney beans 
14 teaspoon salt 
1% teaspoon pepper 

1 cup canned condensed tomato 
soup 

% cup grated American cheese 

Cook spaghetti. Saute corned beef 
and onion in butter 8 minutes. Stir- 
ring often. Arrange half of spaghetti 
in a casserole, then layers of half the 
meat, mushrooms and beans; season 
with salt and pepper. Repeat layers 
in reverse order ending up with 
spaghetti on top. Pour soup over all, 
sprinkle with cheese and bake in a 
moderate oven for about thirty min- 
utes. About six portions. 

I haven’t tried either one of these 
dishes yet, but they sound very, very 
good and are different from the regu- 
lar way of cooking Italian paste.

seventy per cent of the land of their 
country. The rolling Radnor country 
is interesting though small, the great- 
est drawback being hard roadways 
which an occasional smart fox runs 
up or down. 

In looking over last year’s hunt 
records it was noted that there were 
a great number of runs of over two 
hours.

Hounds met this morning at eight- 
thirty o’clock, in the heart of beauti- 
ful rolling hills studded here and 
there with deep coverts and dotted 
with spreading oaks. 

The Master moved off promptly 
past a small pond and on to a hill- 
side covert, with hounds spreading 
out as we approached it. They were 
cast in on the east side and in a few 
moments gave tongue, fairly a riot. 

The field which was small, about 
fifteen, divided, some galloping 
around the north side and some the 
south. 

Hounds were working steadily for 
possibly ten minutes, when on the 
west edge of the covert they account- 
ed for what appeared to be a_ very 
young or late cub. 

A larger woodland a little to the 
south was drawn but proved blank 
after a few hounds had given some 
half hearted tongue. We then saw 
them cast again into the original 
draw and this proved blank also. 

Off to the south-west about a 
quarter of a mile I noticed a dense 
growth of pines and to this we gal- 
loped and hounds feathered all thru 


it, but to our sorrow they found 
nothing. 
We then crossed the park due 


east, for the distance of possibly 12 
mile and a half to draw a_ heavy 
woodland which is cut thru with 
long avenues of the most perfect go- 
ing you could desire. Hounds found 
Promptly and we had a fast run. for 
about thirty minutes, around and 
thru portions of this wood. Tne 
jumping was scarce due to many 
gates, all of which are religiously 
used during cubbing. Hounds lost the 
line once in a boggy spot, but found 
again and the fox was marked to 
earth, in the orginal covert. 

The south woodland was again 
drawn blank, and we jogged out the 
long lane toward the Waltham Road 
Planning to draw two kale fields 
Which are near the village. The first 
to cast was on the left of the road 
and the hounds went leaping about 
among the big leaves while the Mas- 
ter, Huntsman and Whip walked 
slowly around the edges. Kale in 
England is planted by the acre and 
When these several acres produced 
No fox, young or old, hounds were 
taken across the road and sent into 
4 patch equally large. This too, prov- 
ed blank, and it being about twelve- 
thirty they called it a day. Up until 





noon it had been sunny with only a 
slight breeze, but heavy clouds stud- 
ded the sky and a heavy wind blew 
up, and during the hack to Melton it 
poured. 

The Belvoir was hunting the bitch 
pack this morning and they were in- 
deed ‘‘forty fine ladies’. Being large 
of bone and rich in their three colors 
they present a beautiful sight as 
they stream across the grass. 

The field had grown to. only 
thirty and most of the horses were 
old stagers, with manners and con- 
formation unbelievably lovely. 

There were, however, a good num- 
ber of grooms out on youngsters who 
went leaping and bucking and play- 
ing whenever a hound spoke or any- 
one cantered near. 

It is interesting to note during 
cubbing, that as soon as there has 
been a kill, when the next fox is 
found, they are willing to run: but 
until there is a kill every effort is 
made to keep hounds in covert, and 
turn all the ‘‘Charlie, Old Boys” back 
who so much as take a look into the 
open country.

Hounds met this morning at eight 
o’clock in a broad meadow just below 
the terrace of the charming old Dolby 
Hall. 

It was a clear frosty morning with 
quite a high wind, and the some 
twenty couples of the bitch pack were 
anxious and restless. Coffee was 
served to all of us, and promptly at 
eight Sir Harold Nuting moved 
off with the hounds and hunt servants 

We jogged across this meadow to 
he south, heading for a thick spinney 
on the top of a not far distant hill. 

The wind was from the west and 
on reaching the cover, the field be- 
ing small, we were instructed to line 
up along the south side, thus stretch-- 
ing us out about the distance of a 
city block. 

Hounds were cast into the spinney 
against the wind: the huntsman and 
whips had gone off to the north and 
west sides, and the master remained 
on the east end. 

All was silent for about five min- 
utes, then suddenly a grand burst 
of music and out on the south side 
came a lanky cub and from most of 
the field came cheery ‘Charlie Old 
Boy”’ and everyone hoicked and gal- 
loped at him, hoping to turn him 
back into cover. He loped right un- 
der a horse and off across the field. 
A couple and a half of hounds fol- 
olwed him, the rest of the pack hay- 


ing come no further than the edge 
of the spinney. Orders could be 
heard given to the hounds and pre- 


sently more music and out came 
another cub. It too went on its way, 


and before long another ‘Charlie 
Old Boy, Hoick Hoick!”, but this 
time it was an old fox. In about ten 
minutes the first cub returned, well 
in the lead of the three ‘‘ladies”’ and 
went straight into the cover. 

This procedure went on for about 
an hour, and in all, four foxes were 
got out of cover and three returned 

Suddenly from the north side 
came ‘‘Gone away...... gone away”, 
and off we went on an excellent run 
of some twenty minutes. 

The field had grown from fifteen 
to about thirty-five, and as this sec- 
tion is well gated there were no 
jumps but great confusion at each 
one, as none of the hedges were 
trimmed. 

For a time hounds lost the scent 
in a heavy woods, which we were 


invited not to enter, but shortly they 
were on the line again and in about 
five minutes ‘‘Charlie’’ was marked 
to earth on a hill side. 

The one into which he darted was 
surrounded with a village of earths 
all stopped with heavy rolls of wire. 
Two terriers were produced and 
shortly ‘“‘Charlie’’ came out, only to 
run perhaps a quarter of a mile be- 
fore being accounted for. 

After the usual ceremony was over, 
hounds drew two more covers which 
proved blank. After returning again 
to our original spinney a fox went 
away fast for a run of about twenty 
minutes 

Still no jumping, but 
galloping and quite hilly.

ite, Reckicy, owned by John Straw- 
bridge whose Coq Bruyere was winl- 
ning the Monmouth Cup at the mom- 
ent, kept rushing the pace so dili- 
gently that Abenaki too was burried. 

Second most of the way, Rouquin 
went to the front at the nineteenth, 
was caught at the last by Abenaki 
and Rockicy, whose rider, Mr. Rich- 
ard Hamilton, has hit a slump from 
his usual form, then forged to the 
front again to win by a scant length 
over Abenaki, with Rockicy half a 
length further back for the show. 
Despite her pace-making efforts, The 
Fair Co-Ed missed the show by only 
two lengths. 

The Amateur Cup, a sweepstakes 
at a mile and a half on the flat, was 
another thriller, when the field of 
seven included some of the best flat 
horses racing at the hunt meets, and 
three of them came up the gruelling 
Rose Tree stretch in a blanket finish. 

Morris H. Dixon’s dependable old 
gelding Brittannicus 2nd, with Mr. 
Cleland in the saddle, set out to kill 
off the opposition for his stablemate, 
C. Mahlon Kline’s Silver Lance, and 
succeeded in running Mrs. C. V. 
Whitney’s Roustabout into the 
ground. When Mr. Davis brought 
on Silver Lance in the stretch, he and 
Mr. Cleland were suddenly confront- 
ed with disregarded opposition in 
Walter M Jeffords’ last year’s win- 
ner, Warspite, who had not been con- 
sidered ready. 

Mr. Davis sent Silver Lance on to 
the wire by half a length, while 
Britannicus held Warspite safe by a 
similar margin. Roustabout was two 
lengths farther away, and the others 
never figured. 

J. G. Leiper, Jr’s. gallant black 
gelding Corky, with diminutive pro- 
portions offset by Dan 4th—Rath- 
cowan breeding, (the latter one of 
the best steeplechasers to run at the 
Philadelphia Hunts), came back from 
his Wednesday brush victory to score 
handily in a field of seven in the two 
and a half mile steeplechase for the 
Ormead Cup, under a well judged 
ride by Mr. Powers. 

Never worse than third, Corky let 
first Sandy Woods’ Little Hurd, the 
favorite, then Dixon’s Court Time set 
the pace, and waited till the twelfth 
of the sixteen jumps before he bid 
for the lead, which he assumed and 
held, winning by five lengths. Little 
Hurd was taken back, brought on, 
then taken back again by Mr. Kerr, 
Jr., and had nothing left to battle 
Corky in the stretch, contenting him- 
self with beating Court Time for the 
place by another five lengths. 

Mr. Cleland and Monk’s Shadow, 
owned by Mrs. Marion H. MacKenzie, 
of Greenwich, Conn., repeated their 
Wednesday victory at six furlongs on 
the flat to capture the Media Plate 
in another hair raising finish in a 
field of four. 

Jockey McKenzie made the early 
pace with Mrs. T. Hollingsworth An- 
drews 3rd’s Castabout, and Mr. Clel- 
and, lying second, deferred his move

HENRY FROST ON WINNER 


IN WEDNESDAY’S FEATURE 


By John H. Zane. 

Terry’s Winner, a_ gelding son 
of Herodias, owned by Miss 
Theresa T. Schey of New York was 
given a very capable ride on Wed- 
nesday by his trainer, Henry W. 
Frost Jr., of Middleburg, to win the 
featured Sycamore Mills Plate, a 
three and a half mile post and rail 
test for maidens and one time’ win- 
ners the opening day of Rose Tree. 

Taking advantage of the Colum- 
bus Day bank holiday, a crowd of 
about 5,000 turned out at Media 
for the beginning of the 79th., An- 
nual Rose Tree autumn meeting with 
perfect weather prevailing, 

The timber race was the _ high 
point of the afternoon. Four scratch- 
es halved the field and four maidens 
went postward. The performances 
over the twenty-two fences, easy as 
they are at Rose Tree, gave the 
crowd a few anxious moments, but 
all finished, and they ran well bunch- 
ed. 


It was foot on the flat that won 
for Terry's Winner, (formerly 
named Celebrity), for his jump- 
ing, along with the rest of the field, 
was green. However, Mr. Frost seem- 
ed to have the gelding always well 
in hand, took him to the front at 
the third fence, and stayed there. His 
tenure of the lead was always pre- 
carious, for there were’ repeated 
challenges by each of the field. 

At no time was there ten lengths 
between the leader and _ the last. 
Terry’s Winner got home with a 
four length margin over E. J. Hust- 
ed’s Rouquin, Mr. Bartow up, the 
last to challenge, who kept his neck 
ahead of J. G. Leiper jr.’s | Abenaki 
at the wire, while Arthur I. Meigs’ 
tiring Red Ned, Mr. Dick Hamilton 
up, and the best jumper in the field, 
was five lengths further off. 


Another exciting contest resulted 


from the two mile brush race, the 
Foxcatcher Plate, which attracted 
ten starters. Mr. Frank Powers 


scored a popular and well deserved 
victory with J. G. Leiper Jr’s little 
black gelding Corky, always a 
favorite with the Philadelphia 
crowds, probably because his dam is 
Edward E. Marshall’s Rathcowan, 
who for several years was unbeatable 
over brush at local meetings. 

Mr. Powers held Corky, a son of 
Dan 4th, well off the pace for the 
first mile, moved up to fourth posit- 
ion at the sixth, stayed there till the 
next to last of the twelve jumps, 
then with a rush, had the lead. 


The co-favorite, C. M. Kline’s 
Rock Lion, who had been = setting 
the pace after B. F. Mechling’s 
Justa Bud folded, set out after 
the Leiper gelding, but too late. 
Corky banged over the last jump 


and up the stretch, holding a three 
lengths lead at the finish. Another 
three lengths behind his stablemate 
came Morris H. Dixon’s Court 
Time for the show. Miss Henrietta 
B. Scheck’s Wasoet bobbled at the 
third, unseating Jockey Hopping for 
the only mishap of the day, but 
there was no injury. 

Perhaps the most interesting feat- 
ure of the meeting was the perfor- 
mance of C. Mahlon Kline’s Silver 
Lance in the finals, the Middletown 
Barrens Plate, at a mile on the flat. 
Ably ridden by Mr. J. S. Harrison 
Jr, who has forsaken Princeton for 
the saddle, Silver Lance,. one of 
the best hurdle horses in England 
last winter, when he was entire, was 
held off the pace in the field of five 
till six furlongs had been passed, 


then went by Mrs. C. V. Whitney's 
Roustabout without effort, and 








finished two lengths in front of the 
Whitney gelding, thereby confirming 
The Chronicle’s previous prognosti- 


cation that here may be another 
Tool Box. 
While Silver Lance’s defeat of 


Roustabout, Mr. Kerr Jr., up, is 
noteworthy, account should be taken 
that Walter M. Jeffords’ Warspite, 
rarely beaten before on the flat, ran 
fourth. Off poorly, Mr. Hamilton 
made his move with Warspite on 
the turn at the three furlong mark, 


and it must be admitted that Mr. 
Harrison, and Mr. Cleland, aboard 
Silver Lance’s’ stablemate, Mor- 
ris Dixon’s Britannicus 2nd., 


finishing third took the heart out of 
the Jeffords’ gelding. But even with 
clear sailing, it is doubtful that 
Warspite could have gotten to 
the Kline gelding that day. 

Mr. Hamilton had further’ mis- 
fortune in the second event, the 
Edgemont Plate, at six furlongs on 
the flat, when the Hamilton brother 
act went into reverse, and Mr. Jack 
Hamilton’s mount, Reigh Tetra- 
rch, bore out on the other in the 
downhill straight run, causing the 
latter to take back his mount, (Ed- 
ward M. Cheston’s Cedar Run). 

The Cheston mare regained her 
stride and came again in the stretch, 
but by that time it was too late to 
get to the leader, Mrs. Marion H. 
MackKenzie’s Monk’s Shadow, Mr. 
Cleland up, and the MacKenzie geld- 
ing coasted under the wire with a 


two length margin over Cedar 
Run. The pacesetting favorite, Wal- 
ter F. Wickes Jr.’s Princewick, 


Jockey Cannon up, was two lengths 
farther behind for the place.
